Works and see what they would do the work for. They gave us a 


price of $2600.00 for the erection of the Bridge and reinforcing for

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‘1—We advise the payment of the account of E. Armor of 
June 23, 1923, for $12.35. 


2—We advise no action in respect to the claim of Mary Schilz 
of Port Rowan. 


8—We advise no action to the claim of Howard Schram of St. 
Williams. : 


-4—With the money at our disposal for road work, necessity 
demanded a policy of maintenance, and improvements have been 
made in different municipalities. When the work is completed 
‘there will be a surplus of funds, a condition which has required 
strict attention to the work all year. 


5—Some work is to be finished on roads 16, 20 and 21. 


6—The Council placed it in the hands of the Road Committee 
to satisfy the deputation from South Walsingham in March, and 
the one from §t. Williams and Port Rowan in June, as best they 
could with the money voted at the March Session. A_ splendid 
supply of gravel was discovered on the farm of A. Marr, west of 
Port Rowan, and after visiting the pit on September 7, the Road 
Committee ordered the three-quarters of a mile of gravel on Road 
9 completed, and also to start a light coat North of Port Rowan on 
the macadam base and keep going east toward St. Williams. This 
work is not done. ‘Three car loads of gravel are on order to go on 
the streets at St. Williams. 


7—Three outstanding expenses we did not anticipate were: (a) 
A washout on road 4 which made it necessary to build a culvert 110 
feet long at a depth of 36 feet from the surface at a cost of over 
$6,000.00. 5,000 cubic yards of earth were removed, then 350 
cubic yards of concrete laid with a back fill of 11,000 cubic yards 
of earth. (b) An account of over $2,900.00 from last year on 
Road 8. (c) A washout on road 10, causing an expense of over 
$1,000.00. } 


8—With the $75,000 voted to us we have left in the hands of Nor- 
folk citizens over $25,000 when we get our anticipated Government 
- grant. We believe using our own resources is good business from a 
County standpoint. The purchasing power of the County is so 
largely in the hands of the farmers that when they are not pros- 
perous business as a whole must suffer. The truth of this state- 
ment is so well recognized by all classes of society at the present 
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time, that we as County Councillors should earefully guard the 


financial standing of our County. ‘To do this we believe we should — 


develop our resources and no doubt at the present time the gravell- 
ing of our roads will add value to the lands, give work to our rate-» 
payers and eneourage the rural people in our basic industry, while ~ 
it will attract new settlers as perhaps no other business undertak- 
ing will do.

A By-Law for Licensing, Regulating and Governing Junk 


Shops, Junk Yards, Second-Hand Shops and Dealers in Second- 


Hand Goods. . 


WHEREAS power is given County Councils to pass By-Laws 


regulating and governing Junk Shops, Junk Yards, Second Hand 


Shops and Dealers in Second Hand Goods, R. 8. O., 1914, Chap. 


192, Sec. 413 as amended by Ontario Statutes 9 George V , 1919, 


Chap. 46, Sec 19. 


BE IT THEREFORE ENACTED by the Municipal Council 
of the Corporation of the County of Norfolk : 


1. That from and after the passing of this By-Law, it shall 
not be lawful for any person or persons to engage or carry on the 
business known as Junk shops, Junk Yards Second Hand Shops or 
Dealers in Second Hand Goods; nor shall it be lawful for any person 
or persons using a vehicle, either on his account or as the agent or 
servant of another person or persons to engage in or carry on any 
such business as aforesaid, in the County of Norfolk, without first 
having purchased and obtained a License so to do. 


(a) ‘* Dealers in Second—Hand Goods ”’ shall include persons 
who go from house to house or along highways for the purpose of 
collecting, purchasing or obtaining second-hand goods. 


(b) Second-Hand Goods shall include bottles, bicycles, waste 
paper, rags, bones, old metal or other scrap or junk. 


9. That the sum of money to be paid for such license shall 
be Twenty Dollars to any person who is not a rate payer in the 
County of Norfolk and is not assessed for at least Two Hundred 
Dollars, and Ten Dollars for each additional conveyance, and to 
persons who are rate payers having an assessment,in said County of 
Two Hundred Dollars or more, the sum to be paid for such license 
shall be Ten Dollars for first conveyance, and Five Dollars for each 
additional conveyance, on producing a proper Certificate of Assess- 
ment. 
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8. ‘That a fee of One Dollar is to be paid to the Clerk of the 


Municipa ity issuing the License under this By-Law for the use of : 


the Clerk, to be paid by the applicant. 


4. Any person guilty of an infraction of any of the pro- 
visions of this By-Law shall be liable, on conviction before one or 


more Justices of the Peace or Police Magistrate in and for the 


County of Norfolk, to forfeit and pay uw fine of not less than Ten 
Dollars nor more than Twenty Five Dollars, exclusive of costs, for 
each offence, and if not forthwith paid, the same shall be levied by 
distress and sale of the goods and chattels of the offender, and in 
default of such distress the offender shall be imprisoned in the 
Common Gaol of the County of Norfolk with or without hard 
labor, for any term not exceeding Twenty-one days, unless such fine 
and costs shall be sooner paid. 


5. That all fines and penalties collected under the provisions 


of this By-Law shall be paid, one moiety or half part thereof to the ~ 


informer or prosecutor and the other half part thereof shall be paid 
to the Treasurer of the County for the use and benefit of this 
Corporation. 


6. This By-Law shall not have force or effect in the Town of 
Simcoe so long as said Town has a By-Law in force for a similar 
purpose. | 


7. By-Laws Numbers 456 and: 468 of this Municipal Corpo 
ration are hereby repealed. 


8. This By-Law shall come into force and affect immediately 
after the final passing thereof.

_ WHEREAS it is deemed desirable for the said Corporation of 
the County of Norfolk to appoint its Auditors as provided by Sec- 


tions 233 and 240 of Chapter 72 of the Ontario Statutes 12-18, 


George V. 1922. 


THEREFORE the Municipal Council of the Corporation of 
Norfolk enacts as follows : -

-audit, shall stamp on it in: indelible ink the word ‘‘ audited ’’ and 


initial it, 


4, They shall annually prepare in duplicate an abstract of the 
receipts and expenditures, assets and liabilities of the Corporation 
or Commission and a detailed statement in duplicate of the same 


_ for the next preceeding year in such form as the Council may direct, 


and shall report on all accounts audited by them, and make a 
special report of any expenditure made contrary to law, and shall 
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transmit by registered post one copy of the abeuaatt and one copy 
of the detailed statement to the Secretary of the Bureau of Indus- — 


tries not later than the 1st day of March, and shall file the other 
abstract, the other detailed statement and their reports in the office 
of the Clerk within one month after the expirary of that year. 


5. The Auditors shall report at every meeting of the Council 
regular or special, unless previously advised to the contrary on all 
expenditures and receipts covering the period up to the last of the 
previous month. 1 


6.. The Auditors, to this end, shall be notified in writing at — 


least seven days before the calling of any special meeting at which 
they are required to report 


7. The Auditors shall also make a report upon the condition 
and sufficiency of the securities of the Treasurer.

8. The Auditors for such services as aforesaid shall each be ~ 


paid the sum of $80.00, payable quarterly. 


9° This By-Law shall take effect and come into force on the 
1st day of Jauuary, 1924.
